George R. Hunt, Lex- 
lacMa raproaoalattTo of tho Nattoaal 
Loagao for WaaMHt** l ui to i, whoa 
she addrossod tho women of the Uni- 
versity in chapel, Friday. 

Mrs. Hunt emphasised the point 
that women ara aot asodod at Am 
front '^fVis hava aa flroal.'* sho saM. 
"and tf we had, mtrataod .wobmb 
would only be in the way there. A 
woman can serve her country better j 
now bgr ratstng potatoes and cabbage 
than by otaAytag irst<atd aad ptonnlng 
to bo a horohM. It tdtoo IhMo years 
to make a nurse, working night and 
day. In thirty lessons only a start; 
is made. The oaD fST Utrnm uom is 
at bOBM." 

"BMMeloat workoro is tho dsBMnd of 
the National League for Woman's 
Service. Women are volunteering 
their services for gardening, day nur- 
series, industrial work, motor driving, 
stonography and aB sorts sf clerical 
work, as well as for flrst-aid and nurs- 
ing. No incompetent worker is want- 
ed. Badi woman Is to do whatever 
she is best fitted for, no matter how 
vauM her sorvtoo mmr amm." 

Mrs. Hunt said that the otMeso wo- 
men were particularly fltted for serv- 
ice as they are trained in so many 
different branches. Dean Anna J. 
HamiNoB ropsKsd that atosaiy tha 
women of the University had volaa-| 
teered for thirty different vocations.' 
This includes the Red Cross and mil- 
itary first-aid classes, as well as in- 
terpvaUac slailsal matk, lHaMag,| 

tions. 

The National League for Woman's 
Service was organised after a care- 
ful study of skaitor oagaatoalliwi ta 
Bnatond. Ita objsot to tho lanitonal 
ot every women in the United States 
for patriotic service. Mrs. Hunt con- 
cluded her talk with au appeal to the 
wooMB of iaMitoa ta Aow to the 
world hy thokr soopo r a B oa aad em- 
ciency thst they are superior to other 
women. 

After the chapel hour Mrs. Hunt 
met BOOM Of ths Unlvsrsity women 
and iHinawH aara lattr tBo work 
they could do. the anod that glris 

organize Service Leagues in their own 
couimunlties during tlie summer, and 
enroll in ths national organisation.
